W e are credibly informed that a 
gold note bank will soon be started in 
this city. The parties are not at present 
residents of Los Angeles city hut are 
men of large means. It is their purpose 
to place the bank 011 a commercial 
basis and do an extensive and varied, 
business. 


Z ack C h a n d l e r who believed that 
the Republican party could never be 
defeated in Michigan, and that he 
would retain his seat in the United 
States Senate as long as lie lived, has 
changed his mind, now that another 
man has been elected to fill his place. 


I n another column will be found a 
detailed account of the inundation of 
Marysville, which will be read with 
Interest.

The damage will exceed one 
million dollars. This to a town of the 
size and population of Marysville is 
very heavy. Many families have lost 
all and at last accounts the women 
and children were suffering from ex­ 
posure and hunger. Sacramento was 
doing all that could be done in sending 
forward relief. The Odd Fellows, Red 
Men, the Howard Association and the 
Citizens Committee were collecting 
and forwarding food and clothing. 
W e lls , F a r g o & Co.’s agents were 
aiding the good work in every way 
possible. Unless the town has been a 
second time flooded all necessary aid 
has been atforded ere this. 


A Plain Statement of Facts. 
THE GREAT FLOOD 


A Cool Proposition. 
Under the name of the American 
District Telegraph Company, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
are scheming to obtain possession of 
the fire ahirm and police telegraph 
wires of San Francisco. They have a 
proposition now before the Board of 
Supervisors to take charge of and 
manage the wires at the same ex­ 
pense they now cost the city. It is 
not probable that the city’s wire 
would be any better, aud perhaps 110 
worse, managed, tinder the proposed 
new arrangement, titan they are now; 
but the Western Union would secure 
the use of a network of wires through­ 
out the city, for which they would 
pay nothing, and for the expense of 
keeping in order of which the city 
would pay. To give these wires over 
w mo tycetera union wotiicl bo 
manifest injustice to other telegraph 
companies and would be giving aid 
and comftfrt to a monopoly which has 
always regarded fair competition as 
trespassing on its own self-arrogated 
rights and treated it as an enemy, to 
destroy which any means, no matter 
how reprehensible, was admissable. 
If San Francisco desires to let the use 
of her fire-alarm wires to a private 
corporation, it is hut justice to the 
tax-payers who have paid for those 
wires and are taxed to keep them in 
repair, that they should he leased to 
the company which will maintain 
their present usefulness at the least 
expense to the city. It is probable 
that the Atlantic aud Pacific Tele­ 
graph Company would take charge of 
the city's wires on terms more advan­ 
tageous to the tax-payers than are 
offered by the American - District- 
Western-Union Telegraph Company. 


The telegraph Informs us that the 
objection of the people of Los Angeles 
to the proposed change of tho route of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad as set 
forth in H o u g h t o n ’s bill, is not fully 
understood in Washington. Our Rep­ 
resentatives in Congress —some of 
whom arc our friends and some our en­ 
emies—need not be long in doubt as to 
the .grounds on which these objections 
are baaed. The committee appointed 
by the Chamber of Commerce—R. M. 
W id n e v , H . D. B a r r o w s and I sa a c 
W. L o r d—have prepared and pub­ 
lished in pamphlet form all the facts 
bearing 011 the ease. Copies of this 
document have been forwarded to Sen­ 
ator J o n e s and Congressmen Lut- 
t k e l l and H o u g h t o n . 
It opens 
with a clear and eoncise summary of 
all the facts, which is signed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the com­ 
mittee. 
Then follows the contract 
between the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and Isis Angeles county, in 
which for and in consideration of a 
specified subsidy, which has been 
voted, the company bound themselves 
to do the very thing which they are 
now trying to avoid doing; that is,run 
the main track of the Southern Pacific 
Road through this city. In this docu 
jYtfknt 
plUU^i*) pi’UUilov ««vJ CO!!- 
dition agreed upon by the parties of 
the first and second part is clearly set 
forth and to it the proper signatures 
are appended. Then follows a number 
of ordinances 011 which the voters of 
this city assigned the company the 
stock held by the city in the Los An­ 
geles and San Pedro Railroad Compa­ 
ny, 011 condition that the company 
fulfill tho requirements of the above 
mentioned contract. To this is ap­ 
pended the pamphlet of Colonel H y d e, 
the agent of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, In which, in consider­ 
ation of the subsidy stated in the 
above mentioned contract and after­ 
ward voted, he binds the company to 
definitely and irrevokeably fix tho 
trunk line of the road through the 
city and county of Los Angeles. If 
our delegation in Congress will read 
this document they will have no diffi­ 
culty in understanding tho grounds 
on which the people of Los Angeles 
object to the passage of H o u g h to n’s 
bill. A glance through its pages 
might refresh the memory of Messrs. 
C o lto n and H u n t in g t o n , both of 
whom seem to have forgotten that 
they have placed on record certain 
pledges front the redemption of which 
even the power of Congress cannot ab 
solve them.

The Grange Speaks. 
The resolutions adopted by Los An­ 
geles Grange and published in the 
H e r a l d of last Sunday morning, 
denunciatory of those members of the 
State Board of Education who voted 
to change the text books of our public 
schools, deserve more thau a passing 
notice. They are written in straight­ 
forward, unmistakable English, and 
express unqualified condemnation of 
an act which cauuot be sustained by 
any species of argument. Los Angeles 
Grange does not hesitato to say that 
the vote of the majority of tho Board 
was procured througli a money influ­ 
ence. Of tho correctness of this as­ 
sumption we do not express an opin­ 
ion, but we have no doubt it issliarod 
by State Superintendent Bo l a n d e r 
and the other members of the Board 
who with him comprised the minority. 
The published statement of Mr. B a n ­ 
c r o ft that he will exchange his books 
for those now in use without extra 
cost, is intended to deceive the people 
—is, in fact, a falsehood by implica­ 
tion. He would make tho exchange 
if tho old books were presented at his 
house, but the thousand and one small 
dealers who will supply the greater 
portion of the new books will not 
make the exchange, and no one more 
thoroughly understands that th|py will 
not than Mr. B a n b r o ft. He will sell 
his books to the retail dealers and 
they will sell them to the people. If 
this is all tho argument he is able to 
oiler in support of his scheme for forc­ 
ing a tribute from the masses for his 
support, he would have made a stronger 
case bv remaining silent. The change 
of books is an outrage—no milder or 
less emphatic term will express it— 
and it is the duty of every Grange in 
the State and of the people generally 
to elect men to the Legislature who 
will make it their first act to repeal 
tho law under which this infamous 
bargain and sale was consummated.

[From tlie Marysvlllo Appeal, Jan. 22.1 
In our issue of the 20th inst., which 
went to press at about 12 o’clock on 
Tuesday night, we could only say that 
tlie city was submerged, but to what 
deptli we could not learn, owing to 
the confusion and excitement and tho 
impossibility of obtaining accurate 
information. Boats could not be had, 
because there were not more than five 
or six in the city. By 12:30 Wednes­ 
day morning the water in tlie streets 
had reclied its highest mark, ranging 
from 
FOUR TO FIVE FEET IN DEPTH, 
And ill all tlie buildings, with a few 
exceptions, from a depth of eighteen 
iuclies to five feet. There were, per­ 
haps, twenty buildings into which 
the water did not reach, including the 
Hudson block, Casey block, and the 
residences of C. B. Kimball, J. H. 
Krause, Fred. Buttellmann’s, and one 
or two others. People occupying one- 
story buildings in all parts of the city 
were obliged to fly to two-story build­ 
ings, and had no time to save anything 
but what they wore and could carry 
with them. * In many instances 
women and children laid to be packed 
oa the backs of men, or 
REMOVED ON RAFTS, 
To places of safety in two-story build­ 
ings. All wlio resided in second 
stories, over atures In.tlie mam part of 
the city were safe, and in these build 
ings, including the Court House, 
many sought refugo. The filling of 
the city was so rapid that it was 
thought a number of lives would be 
lost, but fortunately but one person 
was drowned. People residing in oiie- 
story frame houses in 
THE FIRST WARD 
Had timely notice aud left their homes 
before the water reached them. This 
section of the city being five or six 
feet lower than the streets in the main 
part of tlie town, tlie water averaged 
from ten to twelve feet in depth, and 
the damage to buildings and fences was 
very large. 
SMALL HAHNS AND OUT-IIOUSES WERE 
OVERTURNED 
And one or two small dwellings were 
floated from their sites. The one- 
story house of Mrs. McGinnity, which 
stood on the West side of F street 
slough, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets, was floated into Napoleon 
Square,a distance of about half a block. 
Tlie barn of Mr. Maguire was carried 
a few rods South, upon the lot of Offi­ 
cer Cunningham,'which fronts on J 
streets, between 'Fourth and Fifth. 
Tito broom factory of Thompson & 
Son was lifted from its foundation and 
stands out of line. Tlie fences are 
generally lifted from the ground and 
scattered in every direction. The city, 
with the exception of the First 'NVard, 
was clear of water by 0 o’clock on 
Wednesday evening, tlie water begin­ 
ning to fall at about 1 o’clock and 
gradually ran off as tlie rivers declined. 
At daylight 011 
WEDNESDAY MORNING 
Tlie city Was one vast sea of water, on 
a levei with the Feather and Yuba 
rivers, with a strong current of water 
making Southward from the nrcak in 
the levees on the North side of the 
city, aud flowing down the F street 
slough, through the big crevasse in 
the South levee, Into tho Vol.» -i.v., 
This current brought iu and carried 
away considerable quantities of flood- 
wood and every kind of debris from 
the flood. The 
SCENES W HICH OCCURRED 
On the streets all day Wednesday were 
peculiar to Californians,who improved 
the day by poling about tlie streets 011 
rafts, and maintained the best of 
spirits by frequent potations of some­ 
thing from black bottles. There were 
a few boats, but these were generally 
manned by parties who did not fail to 
take advantage of the impoverished 
citizens, and charged fivo dollars per 
hour for their use. After tlie water 
had receded so that it was not over 
knee-deep to animals, quite a number 
of uieu 011 horseback appeared in tlie 
streets and generally tlie livery horses 
were- removed to tlie Yuba river 
bridge and to the levee. On Wednes­ 
day morning there were but few who 
kuew where they were to 
FINI) A COLD BREAKFAST, 
And no doubt quite a large number of 
people bad not sufficient to eat during 
the day. But our liberal citizens, who 
had anything, freely divided with all 
who were thrown in their way. On 
Second street, near High, there was a 
fire built on a pile of driftwood, and 
from a quarter of beef tho hungry 
sliced a piece and broiled it 011 tlie 
end of a sharpened stick. The Appeal 
boys, who were all forced to stay in 
tlie office after getting the Wednesday 
morning paper to press, obtained for­ 
age by passing over tlie roof of T. 
Boon’s grocery 011 G street, through 
which Ed. Selton, the carrier,was low­ 
ered with a rope to such things as ho 
could reach on the shelves above tlie 
water. Though no one suffered for 
food, to our knowledge, we are satis­ 
fied that many maintained a strict 
diet and in some instances substituted 
stimulants for food. The water had 
entirely receded from the streets by 8 
o’clock Wednesday evening, and sev­ 
eral hours before this time express 
wagons were out and busily engaged. 
But nono of tlie stores were opened 
till Thursday morning, when tho 
GREAT DAMAGE AND LOSS 
Became apparent. 
The flood proved 
no respector of persons; the most ele­ 
gant jewelry and dry goods stores pre­ 
sented the samedilapi uated appearance 
as the smaller and plainer retail 
houses. When our merchants became 
aware that the water was coming into 
tiie city, they commenced to pile up 
their goods on boxes, timbers nnd 
counters. 
In a few instances the 
goods were placed above tho high 
water mark, but generally so low that, 
the water reached them, and their 
supports were thrown belter skelter 
upon tlie water. Where goods did not 
fall over, the water reached them at 
various heights, and the destruction 
was appalling. Everybody who had 
anything to lose are sufferers in sums 
varying from fivo hundred to tens of 
thousands of dollars. The aggregate 
loss of twenty houses has been enough 
to build a good and substantial levee 
about the city. There is no need of 
specifying individual losses, where the 
destruction is so general.

T o o X mcIi o f w UihhI T ilin g . 


After three days of sunshine, and 
when everybody was beginniug to 
congratulate everybody else on the 
beautiful weather, Sunday afternoon 
brought some portentious clouds. The 
evening came on with hardly a star 
visible and about 11 o’clock at night 
the threatened rain commenced. 
At 
first, it was a steady shower with a 
slight fail, but towards morning a 
strong wind set in from the N orth­ 
east, which amounted almost to a 
gale, and the rain came in torrents. 
The wind subsided during the fore­ 
noon yesterday, the rain gradually 
slackened, and by 5 o’clock, we were 
very nearly treated to a glimpse of 
sunshine. 


CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE 
Was done by the storm in blowing 
down trees, fences, signs, etc. 
On the 
corner of Spring and Franklin streets, 
a line pepper tree was thrown over 
against the fence; on Mr. de (’elis’ 
place, in the Southern part of the city, 
several large walnut trees were ruined, 
the bodies being broken oil' near the 
ground. 
It is feared also that much 
damage may have lasen done to the 
growing fruit, now in various stages 
of development. 
TH E RAILROADS. 
The effect on the different railroad 
brandies running from this city was 
most disastrous. 
All of the recent re­ 
pairs were was lies I away and the roads 
were left in even a worse condition 
than after the previous rains. 
No 
trains were run on the Wilmington, 
Anaheim and Hpadra brandies, but a 
successful trip was made to Ban Fer­ 
nando, the train bringing down our 
Northern and Eastern mail at 3 P. M. 
The W ilmington road is damaged near 
Cerritos, 
rendering 
it impassable. 
The Anaheim branch has suffered the 
worst of all. A dispatch to Superin­ 
tendent llew itt from Mr. Higgins, at 
Downey City, stated that near Coyote 
creek the track was two feet under 
water for a distance of fifty feet and 
the water was running with a strong 
current. 
The fulse work this side of 
that pliifu was carried away. 
New 
Rjver was very high and still rising, 
bringing down much brush. 
The 
bulkhead at the Los Angeles river 
was washed away. 
At Jam ison’s, 
about 400 yards of track was washed 
off and at many places the water was 
making a complete destruction of the 
line. 
REPA IRIN G FORCES. 
Nothing was attempted on the Ana­ 
heim branch, except to save ties and 
stringers from being swept off by the 
flood. 
Forces of men were at work on 
all tiie other roads, but they labored 
against hope, while tiie rain continued. 
To-day we have slight grounds for hope 
that any of the roads will be in opera­ 
tion, and, should the rain continue, ail 
attempts at repairs may have to lie 
abandoned until the weatiier becomes 
settled. 
TH E RAINFALL. 
The rain-gauge kept by the telegraph 
operator at tlm depot, Mr. Caffery, 
showed a fall of 2.24 inches from Sun­ 
day night to 4 o'clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Duoommun’s gauge indi­ 
cated 8.00 inches up to yesterday noon. 
There is evidently a mistake in the 
calculation somewhere, but it is safe 
to say th a t over three inches of rain 
fell. 
This makes, for the season, 
about twenty-one inches. 
I t is to be 
hoped th at the elements will give us a 
respite for a time now, as another 
storm like that of Bnnday night would 
work almost irreparable damage.

Tiie sum above named as the in­ 
debtedness of Los Angeles county, is 
th at given in my report to the Board 
of Supervisors of said county, June i, 
1874. In that report the real property 
owned by the county was valued at 
$40,000, being three - fourths of the 
property used by jail and city and the 
Court-house property. 
In my report of the 13th uit. to the 
State Controller, I appraised said 
property at $50,000 — nearer its true 
value. 
Owing to such increase of 
$10,000 in county assets, the paym ent 
of $22,813 coupons and the collection 
of over $200,000 taxes (the balance in 
Treasury on Jan. 8th being $209,559.10,i 
in my said last report to the Controller 
the county indebtedness was given as 
$398,585 90. Against this reduction in 
our debt we must remember th at the 
tax monies are nearly all collected 
aud, aside from the amounts receive] 
from licenses, the am ount on hand 
m ust meet tiie expenses of the current 
year, including the interest to fall due 
on bonds.
